U.S. spacemen

ring mission is now at a delicate 
stage, and any outside interference 
could hamper progress, Mr. Rogers 
is reported to have pointed out. 
This was taken as an indirect re- 
jection of Egypt's demand that the 
Big Four should work out direc- 
tives for Dr. Jarring because the 
rogress made up to now was not 
sufficient to justify extension of 
the cease-fire. 

The American proposal is likely 
to be raised at today’s meeting In 
New York of the Big Four U.N, 
Ambassadors. 

Israel, meanwhile, has completed 
.drating Its reply to the Egyptian 
note. The reply, described by For- 
eign Ministry sources as a “paper,” 
was transmitted yesterday to Is- 
rael's Ambassador at the U.N., Yo- 
sef Tekoah, who is expected to sub- 
mit it to Dr. Jarring today. Prime 
Minister Golda Melr and Foreign 
Minister Abba Eban on Monday 
night put the finishing touches to 
the reply, which reiterates the need 
to deal with the essential principles 
of a peace agreement between Israel 
and Egypt. 


JORDAN CRITICIZED 


Diplomatic sources in Jerusalem 
yesterday criticized the publication 
by Jordan of its note through the 
Security Council, stressing that 
neither the contents nor the act of 
publishing the note would help ad- 
vance the Jarring mission. Jerusa- 
lem reiterated that despite publica- 
tion of its note by the Jordanian 
Government, Israel will adhere to 
the principle of quiet diplomacy. 

Diplomatic sources in Jerusalem 
yesterday declined to comment on 


the Jordanian note and stated that: 


Israel's reply to the Jordanian Gov- 
ernment will be transmitted through 
Dr. Jarring. 


A. first study of Jordan’s note 
however points clearly to full coor- 
dination between Amman and Cairo, 
as both the Egyptian and the Jor- 
danfan notes follow the same Lne, 
refraining from any reference to a 
peace agreement. with Israel. Jor- 
dan's deliberate ignoring of Israel's 
peace proposals assumes a particu- 
larly grotesque form in point three 
of its proposals, which deals with 
the Jordanian Gavernment's “recog- 
nition of the religious and cultural 
importance of the Arab city of Je- 
rusalem to all faiths.”

worship,” Jordan makes no specific re- 

ference to Jewish holy places and to 
access for Israel worshippers. It 
was stressed in Jerusalem in this 
connection that article eight of the 
1949 Armistice Agreement, which 
Jordan had consistently violated for 
19 years, had assured such access 
to the Jewish holy places in the 
Old City. 


2 TERRORISTS KILLED 
ON GOLAN HEIGHTS

Heath to speak for 


Soviet Jews in Moscow 
LONDON (INA). — Prime Minister 
Edward Heath told Parliament yes- 
terday he would take up the ques- 
tion of Soviet Jewry when he meets 
with Russian Jeaders in Moscow. He 
also disclosed he had discussed the 
question with Soviet Forelgn Min- 
ister Andrei Gromyko during the 
latter's last visit here. The exact 
date of Mr. Heath’s visit to Moscow 
has not been set. 


Security Council: 


Egyptian army 
on ‘full alert’ 
as precaution 


CATRO (UPI). — Egypt's armed 
Forces have gone on full emer- 
gency alert in preparation for the 
possible resumption of fighting 
with Israel after the February 5 
expiration of the current cease-fire, 
authoritative sources said yester- 
day. 

However, the sources emphasized, 
this does not mean Egypt has 
completely given up hope for a. 
political settlement {through the 
Jarring talks. Nor does {it mean, 
they said, that Cairo has reached 
a& final decision on proposals for 
another extension of the cease- 
fire. 


The sources said that the ordered 
alert was In line with Egypt's long- 
standing policy of preparing for 
war if that turns out to be necessary 
for recovery of Arab territory now 
held by the Israelis. At the same 
time, they said, Cairo “is leaving 
no stone unturned” in the pursuit 
of a peaceful settlement if that is 
possible. 


The sources sald the stand taken 
by Israel in the Jarring talks has 
left Egypt in grave doubt. as to 
Israeli intentions regarding with- 
drawal from the occupied territories 
and settlement of the Palestinian 
refugee problem in return for Arab 
commitments to end the fighting, 
respect Israel's independence and 
permit passage of Israeli ships 
through the Suez Canali and Gulf 
of Akaba, 

The sources said Hgyptian forces 
have been in a state of emergency 
since thelr reorganization after the 
June, 1967, Middle East war. But 
the degree of alert has varied de- 
pending on circumstances. The alert 
was back to maximum as the cease- 
fire expiration date approached.

QUIET. VIETNAMESE WAR. 
CONTINUES IN VILLAGES. 


By MARK FRANKLAND 
SAIGON (Ofas). 
HEN the world reads in its 
newspapers that the Saigon 
Government now claims to con- 
trol almost 100 per cent of the 
South Vietnamese population it may 
well wonder how there still ma- 

nages to be a war in Vietnam.

Dr. ‘Henry Eissinger 


of President and adviser fitted to- 
gether 30 well 

To understand why, you have to 
read his first book. “A World Res- 
tored” (Grosset and Dunlap), about 
Burope after Napoleon, subtitled 
“The Politics of Conservatism in 
a Revolutionary Age." It is almost 
intolerably brilliant in style, shot 
through with paradox and with sen- 
tences that balance contrasting 
phrases like. ἃ juggler. Here is a 
graduate student’s thesis, bouncing 
out of Harvard like the man him- 
self, a direct challenge to the easy 
Uberaliam of the Roosevelt-Truman 
years. 


The author dares to set up Met- 
ternich, the baleful figure of power 
politics, as one of his heroes, and 
Castlereagh (whom Shelley deserlb- 
ed as a “murderer’} as another. 
He asks how these men managed 
to deal with the. new revolutionary 
Power of France, how they man- 
aged to build the coalition that 
twice overthrew Napoleon, how they 
then set up a concert of powers 
which — except for the Franco- 
Prussian War of 1870 — sustained 


the peace in Europe for a century, 
until World War L 

The answer is that Metternich 
Was concerned with two obsessive 
ideas — stability and legitimacy — 
which he used’ in order to keep the 
convulsive revolutions from gshatter- 
ing his world. To get stability he 
tried to keep Europe in an. equi- 
librium, or power-balance. To get 
legitimacy he linked the Great Pow- 
ers in a Concert of Europe, each 
supporting the others. It strikes us 
now as ἃ rickety structure, but the 
fact is that 1 lasted. 

Kissinger is critical of Metternich 
for failing to understand that the 
equilibrium is not static but con- 
stantly in motion, and requires 
some kind of couwnter-motions to 
keep it stable. But while he turned 
in his next three books to the 
politics of ouciear weapons systems, 
he never lost the initial insight he 
gained from studying Metternich 
and later Bismarck — that life is 
tragic, and power Inevitably part of 
it, and chaos always around the 
corner if you allew political pas- 
sions to play Hell with the power- 
balance. No Presidential confidant 
on foreign policy has ever studied 
aistory so hard or knows so much 
about the nature and ways of 
power, 

He has of course been under attack. 
Several recent major articles in the 
monthly magazines have taken his 
personality to pieces, bit by bit, 
depicting him as poseur and caleu- 
lator, as a sleight-of-hand man who 
operates with mirrors, as opportu- 
nist and faithléss traitor to the 
causes liberals hold dear. Since I 
know him only slightly, I have no 
reason either to resent or defend 
him. Tf someone outside .of Nixon 
has to have that much power in 
fact, if not formally, I am happy” 
1 is someone who has his know- 
ledge, coolness, and sense of the 
limits of power. 

As for being a conservative, IT 
suspect that it lies not in him but 
in the role of the developed nations 
today. No Great Power can do any- 
thing except try to maintain a. 


Measure of world stability, lest all 
humanity go up in smoke. The best 
Kissinger passage on this was in a 
Daedalus essay of 1966, reprinted 
with two others in a Uttle book 
called “American Foreign Policy” 
CNorton), where he speaks of the 
style of the prophet and the style 
of the statesman —- the first de- 
dicated to “creating reallty" from 
his dogma and his pipeline to ul- 
timate truth, while the other is 
content to “manipulate reality." 


Kissinger follows the second tra- 
dition. This doesn’t mean he is 
wholly piecemeal and pragmatic. He 
has attacked the day-to-day make- 
shift pragmatist in foreign policy. 
He believes In long-range calculated 
policies. He quotes Metternich: 
“Because J know what I want and 
what the others are capable of, I 
am completely prepared.” It is a 
better description of Kissinger than 
any I have encountered.

Manson jury 
now must 


fix penalty 


LOS ANGELES (AP). — 

ὙΕΞ Charles Manson jury 
which Ustened to evidence for 
seven months and deliberated for 42 
hours before convicting the hipple 
leader and three girl followers of 
murder and conpiracy in the Sha- 
ron Tate killings — goes back into 
session tommorrow, to determine 
whether tha defendants will face 


imprisonment. 

Manson, 36, Susan Atkins, 22, Pat- 
ricla Krenwinkel, 23, and Leslie Van 
‘Houten, 21,. wera found gulity on 
Monday in the killings of actress 
Sharon Tate and four others, on 
10, 1969, and supermarket 


the next day. Mise Van Houten 
was convicted of murder only in the 
Labianca case, and of conspiracy 
In the Tate slayings. 


Under California law, the same 
jury that returns a first degree 
murder-conspiracy verdict must 
meet in a second trial to 
tix the penalty, which by law must 
be elther death ‘or life imprison- 
ment.'Had the verdict been second- 
degree murder, the penalty would 
have been an automatic five years 
to life and there would have been 
no penalty trial. 

The defendants, who staged wild 
outbursts during their seven-month 
trial, sat passively as verdicts were 
returned on the 27 counts against 
them. After jurors were  polied, 
Manson muttered audibly, referring 
to them: “I think they're all guilty.” 
After the verdicts were all in, he 
shouted at the judge: “We're still 
not allowed to put on a defence. 
You won't outlive that, ol@ man.” 

The prosecutor said he has about 
50 witnesses ready for the penalty 
trial. The defence hes sald it wil 
put on 8 case as long or longer 
than the state’s seeking life im-~- 
prisonment instead of the death 
penalty, on a contention there still 
ig doubt as to guilt.

STOCK EXCHANGE. ERRORS

‘Sir, — Your report, “Errors by 
Stock Clerks” (January 22nd) war- 
rants the following observations, 
under the heading (perhaps): “Er- 
rors by Reporter.” 

There was an excess of Sell -or- 
ders in the amount of 114,000 
{nom.) ILDC bearer shares on Thurs- 
day, January 21, viz. the residual 
of 128,000 Sell over IL9,000 Buy 
orders. According to your corres- 
pondent, the excess was in the 
amount of IL2,000 only. The Stock 
clerk announced an excess of 
TL24,000 and was, therefore, 
L10,000 off the mark — not 
1L22,000 as your readers were led 
to believe. 

Now, the size of the error (and 
error there was) makes all the dif- 
ference. For if your correspondent 


had been correct, the established 
price of Π hearer shares on 
Thursday last would have been a 
false one, i.e. different from the 
price that should have been made 
4n the light of the true offer and 
demand figures. Actualiy, however, 
the established price was the one 
to be expected (80, off 1.5) even if 
no error had been made. 

This wes the reason why those 
concerned — far from being “anger- 
ed” as reported — renounced the 
possibility cancelling the deals 
made and recommence bargaining, 
as they were entitled to. 

The undersigned is not out to con- 
done errors. Nor should The Post 
add to them by inflation.

TIE! . — Two young men at 
Kibbutz Lavie were killed yester- 
day Morning while trying to weld 
an old mortar shell. The two dead 
are Segen Shimon Malachi, 20, 
who was on a brief home leave, 
and Yosef Zur, 22, of Jerusalem, 
who was about to become a mem- 
ber of the settlement, 

The accident occured in the kib- 
butz workshop at 820, when the 
members were at breakfast. Mala- 
chi, whe was promoted to Se- 
gen” (Lieutenant) only the day be- 
fore he came home this week, 
started welding an old 82 mm. 
mortar shell. He had kept the shell 
in his room for the past. 18 
months, and Jt hed split. He ap- 
parently decided to repair it, with- 
out bothering to examine whether 
there was any explosive left, ap- 
parently assuming that after 50 
long ἃ time there was no need to 
worry. 

Malachi was killed instantly by 
the blast. while Zur, who was 
standing near him, was seriotisly 
injured. He suffered internal hae- 
morrhages from shell splinters in 


to weld old shell 


the upper part of his body. He died 
on the way to the Porlya Hospital. 
The Kibbutz Secretary, 

Kritzier, told The Post that when 
he heard the explosion, he im- 
mediately drave to the workshop, 
picking up the nurse and a stretcher 
on the way. They found Malachi 
dead and Zur still conscious, but 
badly hurt. Zur died in the ambul- 
ance before they reached hospital. 
Considerable damage was caused to 
the workshop, part of 
wrecked. 


Malachi’s parents, Binyamin and 
Hanna, who were among the found- 
ing members, immigrated from 
England, where they were on 
hakhshara with the religious Ger- 
man youth movement, Bahad. They 
have two daughters, one an 
officer on active service and the 
other studying at 8 teachers’ se- 
minary. Zur had come to the kib- 
butz with a religious scouts group 
over three years ago, and became 
a candidate member in July, upon 
his release from the service. 

The funerals will be held in La- 
vie and Jerusalem today. 


‘Must fight and not 
legalize prostitution’ 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 

Welfare Minister Michael Hazani 
told the Knesset last night that ‘as 
long as he had any say in the 
Government, there would δὲ no le- 
gal prostitution in Israel. Mr. Ha- 
zani was replying to Mrs, Shoshana 
ArbeH (AUgnment), who had earlier 
suggested that Israelf prostitutes 
be placed under medical and police 
supervision in an attempt to clamp 


“A Jewish State will never Ie- 
galize prostitution,” said the Min- 
ister. By-doing this we would “be 
putting our heads in the sand” and 
ignoring the main problem. We have 
to fight prostitution, not make the 
life of pimps and their unfortunate 
victims easier. This can only be 
achieved by adopting stringent legal, 
economic and social weapons against 
these purveyors of flesh, he said, 
and only through a process of edu- 
cation can we attempt to eradi- 
cate the phenomenon. 

¥¢ Israel were to make prostitu- 
tion legal, he said, the country 
would be violating an international 
agreement signed by it in 1950, 
which forbade “trade in flesh," and 
outlawed “living off the earnings 
of a prostitute.” Also, sald the Min- 


. ister, experience has shown that 


legalization, in fact, promoted pros- 
titution, rather than limited it. 
Also, who was to ensure that all 
prostitutes would register with the 
police? Surely minors will continue 
to work underground, rather than 
have their source of income cut off. 
No, this was not the solution, he 
said. Pimps should be clamped 
down upon, social aid be instituted 
to ensure that young girls do not 


ἃ living, and corrective training 
be applied to those who have been 
remanded, in the hope that they 
will not return to selling their bo- 
dies. 

The Minister told the House that 
of late a group of slum youth in 
Jerusalem had formed a gang to 
fight the establishment. These 
youngsters styled themselves on the 
American Black Panthers, and their 


“bitterness and frustration, com- 
pounded over years of deprivation.” 
The Minister said these youngsters 
needed help, and that getting 
through to them would take infi- 
nite patience. “But.” he warned, 
“none of this will ‘help if they con- 
tinue to receive encouragement from 
certain factions, including a Mem- 
ber of the Knesset, Mr. Habtbi 


incite.” 

With regard to juvenile deHnquen- 
cy in the country, the Minister told 
the Knesset that there had been 
fewer convictions last year, but 
that tHe seriousness of the crimes 
committed had increased. “Drop in 
quantity, increase -in quality,” he 
said. The Minister commented that 
he did not think that locking up 
wayward youth in State institutions 
was a good idea, since to keep one 
delinquent. under lock and key for 
three yeara costs the country more 
than 1240000 — and then the 
chances that he will return to a 
Jegitimate occupation are slight. The 
money could be used far more be- 
neficially by attempting to improve

Israel at present is importiug 
30,000 tons of frozen beef a year. 
In addition, fresh local meat totals 
15,000 tons (of which only about 
10 per cent is from young steers). 

Another 85,000 tons of fowl (mak- 
ing 130,000 tons in all) were pro- 
duced annually in Israel for the 
local market. Of this, 15,000 tons 
were turkey. It wags planned 
to increase the production of broil- 
ers by about 8,000 tons a year, and 
of turkey by about 3,000 to 4,000 
tons. Additional supplies of fowl 
would be probably added later to 
Meet demand. 

Commenting on the supply of 
turkey meat today, he said that 
production had risen steadily. Com- 
Pared to 893 tons last January, 
there were 1,300 tons this month. 

But he admitted there might be 
faulty distribution. This was due to 
the fact that in August 1970 the Gov- 
ernment had decided to support the 
price of turkeys.

About 25 of these merchants were 
now cooperating with the authorities 
and bringing the birds to the market, 
where the price could be fixed by 
open ‘bidding. ‘Another five were 
not, and this was causing some 
supply dislocations.

University heads reacted with 
guarded approval to Education Min- 
ister Allon’s suggestion In the Knes- 
set yesterday that ex-soldiers, and 
especially thosé who served in com- 
bat units, should be given priority 
for university acceptance. 

Prof. Jacob Katz, Hebrew Unl- 
versity rector, agreed that ex-sol-

over other applicants to the univer- 


sity, all other factors being equal
